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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments filed 8/16/2007 with respect to have been considered and 
are deemed persuasive. Additionally, other relevant art was discussed with applicant 
(Brace et al. 6,187,005) not previously cited and was deemed to lack a non-rotational 
linear force on a first end of a linking member, as claimed by applicant. As such, the 
claims in the instant application have not been rejected using prior art because no 
references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found which disclose or 
suggest the device of the independent claims 1 and 15 including a polyaxial bone screw 
with a connecting member, a linking member, and a linear fastener that applies non- 
rotational torque to secure the spinal kit in use.
